Ministers and Doctors Line Up 


To Aid Passing Hospital Bylaw 


Continued from Page One 


than it is. I have visited children from my own congregation 
at the present Children's Ward in the Royal Alexandra Hos 
pital, and I don’t think it is a good place for them. I don’t 
see how anyone could visit the present basement wards and 
be satisfied to see little children, sick, under such conditions 

That is the opinion of two prominent clergymen who have 
had an opportunity of seeing for themselves present condi 
tions. No one can question the sincerity of either Dr. Mc 
Queen or Mr. McGillivray. No one can question their fitness 
to say whether present conditions are all they should be or 
whether the new wing should be built. 

And they are not alone in urging the passage of this by 
law. As far back as Febru 25 last, the question of the 
new department for sick children was discussed very fully 
by the Hospital Board, and a resolution was unanimously 
passed requesting the city to provide the $160,000 necessary 
for this purpose. 

On March 9, a meeting of the medical staff was held, and 
Dr. Leitch gave a report of what had been done in this de 
partment in the last four or five years. He laid particular 
emphasis on the need of establishing bet- 
ter facilities for children’s work, and as a 
result the medical staff unanimously ap 
proved of the action of the Board in ask 
ing for the new Children's Department. 


There were 31 Edmonton doctors pres 
ent at that meeting.. Thirty-one practi- 
tioners who, in their daily work, had 
occasion to see how the children's were 

“= housed at the Roya) Alexandra, and who 
knew, better perhaps than anyone else, whether that accom 
modation was necessary. And they unanimously endorsed the 
move to get the new department at once. 

They're well known medical men. Their judgment cannot 
be questioned. As medical men, knowing what conditions are 
at present, and knowing what they should, be, they went on 
record as endorsing the action of the Board.

Opponents to the passage of the by-law are urging that the 
opinion of the medical men of Edmonton be obtained on the 
necessity for the new Children's Depart 
ment. Well, the unanimous opinion of 31 
of them is on record already, and there 
are a score more who are of the same 
opinion. 

The big point to remember is that the 
passing of this bylaw does not mean an 
increase in taxation. It will not affect 
rates at all until 1929, and by that time 
the present rates will be reduced. Even ‘ 
then, all it, means is that property assessed at $1000 will pay 
20 cents a year for twenty years; property assessed at $2000 
will nay 40 cents, and property assessed at $5000 Would pay 
$1.00 a year. 

Is that too high a price for Edmonton to pay to give sick 
children a chance to get better? Will a charge of 20 cents 
keep tiny tots in a basement instead of a bright, airy, sun 
shiny hosnital ward? Will devoted nurses have to struggle 
along in cramped quarters, without proper ventilation, and 
with inadequate appliances and fixtures, themselves falling 
ill through having to work in an illy ventilated basement 
where sick children cannot get a fair chance to get better, 
all because Edmonton cannot ‘‘foot the bill’'? 

The answer will be given on Monday next. The bylaw 
needs a two-thirds majority to pass it, but the Bulletin bé 
lieves that Edmonton will give her sick kiddies an ‘‘even 
break.’’
